In the Office Action mailed February 25, 2008,^ the Examiner remarked that 
the reissue oath/declaration was defective for purportedly failing to provide both post 
office addresses and residences for each inventor, and further for purportedly failing 
to contain a statement that all errors up to the time of filing arose without any 
deceptive intention on the part of the applicant (Office Action at 2). Applicants
